Democracy at Work, 
Citizens Are Protected 


(An Editorial) 


This is a nation of Democ­ 
racy , and ev ery body can stand 
on his Constitutional Rights. 
One need not look to the 
major incidents shaping the 
destiny of our great country , 
for a practical demonstration 
either. 
The whole pattern is ap­ 
plicable to ev ery day life in 
each and ev ery community , 
with Kingston no ex ception. 
Kingston police and firemen, 
in their bid for higher wages, 
were told by city officials that 
their petition was illegal in 
that it lacked a plan to raise 
the necessary funds. 
It was the contention of 
Corporation Counsel J ames G. 
Connelly that without the plan 
the document did not meet the 
requirements of the new Home 
Rule Law. 
Regardless of the stand tak­ 
en by the attorney for the * 
police and firemen, Connelly 
could hav e anticipated a tax ­ 
pay ers* suit if the referendum 
had been allowed to go on the 
ballot, lacking the plan. 
So, with the interest of the 
Kingston tax pay ers in mind, as 
well as that of the police and 
firemen, he insisted on the 
proper legal procedure. 
With the attorney for the 
petitioners strongly contending 
that he could win without' a 
definite plan, the case went 
through legal recourse with 
final decision up to the Court 
of Appeals. 
Connelly ’s stand was upheld 
when the judges of the high­ 
est court agreed with J ustice 
Hamm of the Supreme Court 
and the consensus of the Ap­ 
pellate Div ision. 
The entire proceeding was a 
true demonstration of Democ­ 
racy at Work.

Democracy at Work, 
Gtizens Are Protected 


(An Editorial) 


This is a nation of Democ­ 
racy, and everybody can stand 
on his Constitutional Rights. 
One need not look to the 
major incidents shaping the 
destiny of our great country, 
for a practical demonstration 
either. 
The whole pattern is ap­ 
plicable to everyday life in 
each and every community, 
with Kingston no exception. 
Kingston police and firemen, 
in their bid for higher wages, 
were told by city officials that 
their petition was illegal in 
that it lacked a plan to raise 
the necessary funds. 
It was the contention of 
Corporation Counsel James G. 
Connelly that without the plan 
the document did not meet the 
requirements of the new Home 
Rule Law. 
Regardless of the stand tak­ 
en by the attorney for the 
police and firemen, Connelly 
could have anticipated a tax­ 
payers* suit if the referendum 
had been allowed to go on the 
ballot, lacking the plan. 
So, with the interest of the 
Kingston taxpayers in mind, as 
well as that of the police and 
firemen, he insisted on the 
proper legal procedure. 
With the attorney for the 
petitioners strongly contending 
that he could win without a 
definite plan, the case went 
through legal recourse with 
final decision up to the Court 
of Appeals. 
Connelly’s stand was upheld 
when the judges of the high­ 
est court agreed with Justice 
Hamm of the Supreme Court 
and the consensus of the Ap­ 
pellate Division. 
The entire proceeding was a 
true demonstration of Democ­ 
racy at Work.

Dean Acheson told Eugene Dooman, both of the 
State Department, that China experts were a dime 
a dozen. To a degree, that is correct because dur­ 
ing the past 100 years, a surprisingly large number 
of Americans, public officials, missionaries, teach­ 
ers, doctors, businessmen, sea captains went to 
China. 
Some became expert ui language and dialect; 
some played important roles in the administration 
of the country. Especially able have been mission­ 
aries. who always live close to the people, often far 
inland away from the westernized atmosphere of 
the treaty ports. 
For instance, Roy Anderson, who was born in 
Soochow, whose father, a former newspaperman in 
Atlanta, Georga, turned missionary, wras president 
of Soochow University. Roy Anderson spoke many 
dialects of Chinese and played Chinese politics like 
a true southern Democrat. 
He was an important 
factor in Sun Yat-sen’s revolution of 1911 which 
defeated the Manchus. 
Subsequently, from 1911 to 1925 when he died, 
Anderson made and unmade cabinet officers, pro­ 
vincial governors and, in one instance, even a presi­ 
dent. He died in Peking on the very same day that 
Sun Yat-sen died there and the Chinese erected a 
.monument to him. 
There were many such Americans in China. 
Rodney Gilbert, for instance, who occasionally 
writes for the “New York Herald Tribune,” was 
regarded by Chinese as one of the best informed 
men in the country. 
Upton Close was an adviser 
to Wu Pei-fu. 
George Fitch was, always close to 
Chiang Kai-shek. 
At one time, nearly every Chi­ 
nese war-lord or official of standing had an Ameri­ 
can adviser, and many of them did excellent serv­ 
ice. 
The businessmen, particularly those connected 
with the British-Ameriean Tobacco Company and 
the Standard Oil Company of New’ York, stayed 
long and knew much. 
No man has accumulated 
more information and more friends than Major 
Arthur Bassett of the British-Ameriean Tobacco 
Company. His career in China might be cited as an 
example of prolonged residence and vast knowledge. 
A Missourian, he arrived in China in 1906 from 
the Philippines where he was an American lawyer. 
He was the United States district attorney at­ 
tached to the American court under extraterri­ 
torial jurisdiction. 
Subsequently, he joined the 
British-Ameriean Tobacco Company. During World 
War I, he was provost marshal ¿at lathed to the 
15th Infantry in Tientsin. He w’as an astute intel­ 
ligence officer. 
Bassett possessed an unerring intuition con­ 
cerning Chinese which made it possible for him to 
take an obscure cigargette. the “Ruby Queen,” and 
make it the best selling brand in the country by 
the employment of Chinese methods of selling 
through a Chinese organization of his ow’n devis­ 
ing. 
As a m atter of fact, his success served to 
revolutionize the sales methods of all companies 
dealing in imported consumer’s goods.

DIME A DOZEN 
Dean Acheson told Eugene Dooman, both of the 
State Department, that China expert* were a dime 
a dozen. To a degree, that is correct becau*e dur­ 
ing the past IOO years, a surprisingly large number 
of Americans, public officials, missionaries, teach­ 
ers, doctors, businessmen, sea captains went to 
China. 
Some became expert ui language and dialect; 
some played important roles in the administration 
of the country. Especially able have been mission­ 
aries. who always live close to the people, often far 
inland away from the westernized atmosphere of 
the treaty ports. 
For instance, Roy Anderson, who was born in 
Soochow, whose father, a former newspaperman in 
Atlanta, Georga, turned missionary, w’as president 
of Soochow University. Roy Anderson spoke many 
dialects of Chinese and played Chinese politics like 
a true southern Democrat. 
He was an important 
factor in Sun Yat-sen’s revolution of 1911 which 
defeated the Manchus.

FIRST CAREER INVESTIGATOR APPOINTED 
Some months ago I wrote about the great step 
forward made in research- work on the heart by 
the American H eart Association.

Dr. Lorber, Associate Pro­ 
fessor of Biochemistry at W estern Reserve Uni­ 
versity, will be given a salary, which will enable 
him to hot only do his own research work on heart 
and blood vessels but exchange findings w ith other 
research workers on problems of heart and blood 
vessels. This new type of research support, which 
has lon£ been advocated by leading scientists in 
this country, makes it possible for investigators to 
devote lifelong career* to medical research. 
Dr. Katz points out th at the C areer Investiga­ 
tor is free to engage in research work of his own 
choosing. He may work in any institution in the 
United States (or Canada) which offers adequate 
facilities. 
I believe we will all agree that, as diseases of 
the heart and blood vessels cause more deaths and 
illness than any other disease, and this occurs 
among our most valuable citizens in the prime of 
their intellectual powder, these C areer Investiga­ 
tors are worthy of every encouragement, financial 
and otherw ise.

States History is a must through­ 
out the local school systems?

history book is never old. 
The 
way it looks to me these books 
were donated, for mine has a sig­ 
nature on it. 
One chapter alone is devoted to 
Fine Arts in the United States 
from the earlier settlers to about 
1826. Will quote from this chap­ 
ter at a later date. There are also 
fine illustrations and reprints from 
actual photographs in this book. 
One full length is of Admiral 
David Farragut besides many ex­ 


cellent engravings of ships, bat­ 
tles, Indians, etc., which would, no 
doubt, interest the boys who were 
carting the boqks to the junk 
yard. 
There is a good coverage of the 
Federal Government of 1902 when 
Theodore Roosevelt of New York 
was President at a salary of $50,- 
000. 
The Vice President’s chair, 
at the time was vacant, salary 
called for $8,000. Just $500 more 
than mayor of our Kingston will 
receive now. 
At that time, the 
assistant secretary of the treasury 
was receiving a mere $4,500. I see 
under “The Navy, Flag Officers” 
the name of Rear Admiral Francis 
J. Higginson, commander-in-chief, 
North Atlantic Station, Flagship, 
“Kearsarge.” I take it the same 
Higginson, later retired to live at 
the Huntington in Kingston and 
through his efforts with Mayor 
Canfield, the first playground sys­ 
tem with paid supervisors was es­ 
tablished. This book of some 500 


pages contains many thousands of 
such above items and it certainly 
belongs on the shelf of some li­ 
brary in Kingston instead of being 
sold down the river for junk. 
Can you imagine, Abraham Lin­ 
coln, in his youth, when he walked 
miles to borrow a book to read by 
the light of an open fireplace if he 
were given this wagon-full of 
“Harper’s Encyclopaedia of the 
United States History.” To think 
these beautiful books went past 
my door and I could do nothing 
about it except to buy one mere 
book for curiosity, and I had to do 
it fast, pick the first one on top, 
for the boys were very impatient 
to cart them off to their destruc­ 
tion at the junk yard. Very sad. 
P. S.—The wagon lot was sold 
for 80 cents, as they went per 
weight.

Sorosis heard Mrs. William Me* 
Vey’s paper on the United Nations 
charter and an article, read by 
Mrs. Boyd Williams, on inflation 
from the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, during the club’s 
meeting Monday afternoon at the 
home of Mrs. Edwin B. Shumate,

Six Main Bodies 
Mrs. McVey then described the 
UN’s six main bodies: the General 
Assembly, the Security Council, 
the Economic and Social Council, 
the Trusteeship Council, the Sec­ 
retariat, the International Court 
of Justice. 
The first is composed of repre­ 
sentatives of the member states. 
Each state has one vote, and a 
two-thirds majority is required for 
a decision. 
TTie Security Council 
has one representative from each 
nation, and its primary responsi- 
bilit is to maintain peace and se­ 
curity. The Economic and Social 
Council, meanwhile, has 18 mem­ 
bers elected by the General As­ 
sembly. The Trusteeship Council, 
which is under the General As­ 
sembly, allows each member one 
vote. Decisions are made by the 
majority present and voting. The 
Secretariat furnishes permanent 
personnel for the UN’s various 
policy making bodies. 
There are 
15 independent justices in the In­ 
ternational Court, with no two 
judges from the same country. 
They are elected jointly by the 
General Assegibly and the Securi­ 
ty Council.

Little Gardens Has 
Luncheon Meeting; 
Paper Topic Is Trees 
Little Gardens Club members, 
meeting with Miss Bessie Brew­ 
ster end Miss Lottie Johnson for 
a luncheon-business meeting et 
Deanie’s in Woodstock Friday, 
heard Miss Johnson’s comprehen­ 
sive paper on trees. 
; Trees, the speaker felt, ere more 
efficient than any factory, more 
mysterious than a mystery story, 
and yet as familiar as the sun. 
Tfcy were interwoven with the 
story of man before recorded his­ 
tory. 
“We can distinguish a few,” 
Miss 
Johnson 
said, 
“and 
our 
knowledge of the subject ends 
there.” 
The speaker then described a 
tree’s biological life process. She 
told them if a tree is stripped of 
its leaves and next year’s leaf buds 
it will die, as it is fed through 
the leaves which take carbonic 
acid gas from the air, and water 
from the earth. 
These are com­ 
bined into sugar, the tree's food. 
Every leaf, she explained, is a 
sugar factory, generated by sun­ 
light. 
A summer field appears 
green, she added, because light is 
reflected from plant cells contain­ 
ing protoplasm with a high chlo­ 
rophyll content. 


Chlorophyll Responsible 


Chlorophyll, or the green plant 
pigment, the speaker continued, is 
responsible for breaking up the 
gas and water components, and 
changing them to sugar. Even hu­ 
man life is dependent on these 
green cells which manufacture all 
the starch in the human diet. 
In most trees, particularly ma­ 
ples, surplus sugar is manufac­ 
tured during the summer, and 
stored as starch in the roots. 
There are two types of sap in each 
tree, one flowing up, and one flow­ 
ing down. Sap is also closely re­ 
lated to the tree’s breathing. 
Equally important is the tree’s 
bark, the speaker added, which 
protects the delicate inner sys­ 
tems, and allows the wood cells to 
retain water. 


Fall Leaves Shells 


Fall leaves are empty shells, 
Miss Johnson told the group. Their 
real colors are revealed by the ab­ 
sence of chlorophyll. 
Pines, a 
coniferous tree, keep their needles 
for a summer, a winter and a sum­ 
mer. In May the tree puts out a 
new shoot at the end of each 
branch. 
Hemlocks 
keep 
their 
“leaves” for three years, spruces 
and firs even longer. 
Miss Johnson concluded by say­ 
ing that the pages of the “great 
book of trees have only been 
scanned. No one can read it all, 
but every word is worth the ef­ 
fort. 
Trees are everywhere, and 
they are good company.

? Trees, the speaker frit, are more 
efficient than any factory, more 
mysterious than a mystery story, 
and yet as familiar as the sun. 
Tfcy were interwoven with the 
story of man before recorded his­ 
tory. 
“We can distinguish a few,” 
Miss 
Johnson 
said, 
“and 
our 
knowledge of the subject ends 
there.” 
The speaker then described 
tree’s biological life process. She 
told them if a tree la stripped of 
its leaves and next year's leaf buds 
it will die, as it Is fed through 
the leaves which take carbonic 
acid gas from the sir, and water 
from the earth. These aft com­ 
bined into sugar, the tree's food. 
Every leaf, she explained, Is a 
sugar factory, generated by sun­ 
light. 
A summer field appears 
green, she added, because light is 
reflected from plant cells contain­ 
ing protoplasm with a high chlo­ 
rophyll content. 
Chlorophyll |teopoaslhlo 
Chlorophyll, or the green plant 
pigment, the speaker continued, is 
responsible for breaking up the 
gas and water components, and 
changing them to sugar. Even hu­ 
man life is dependent on these 
green cells which manufacture all 
the starch in the human diet. 
In most trees, particularly ma­ 
ples, surplus sugar is manufac­ 
tured during the summer, and 
stored as starch in the roots. 
There are two types of sap in each 
tree, one flowing up, and one flow­ 
ing down. Sap is also closely re­ 
lated to the tree’s breathing. 
Equally important is the tree’s 
bark, the speaker added, which 
protects the delicate inner sys­ 
tems, and allows the wood cells to 
retain water. 
Fan Leaves Shells 
Fall leaves are empty shells, 
Miss Johnson told the group. Their 
real colors are revealed by the ab­ 
sence of chlorophyll. 
Pines, a 
coniferous tree, keep their needles 
for a summer, a winter and a sum­ 
mer. In May the tree puts out a 
new shoot at the end of each 
branch. 
Hemlocks 
keep 
their 
“leaves” for three years, spruces 
and firs even longer.

On United Nations 
Plus GFWC Article 
Sorosis heard Mrs. William Mc- 
Vey’s paper on the United Nations 
charter and an article, read by 
Mrs. Boyd Williams, on inflation 
from the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, during the club’s 
meeting Monday afternoon at the 
home of Mrs. Edwin B. Shumate, 
Lomontville. 
Dessert and coffee 
were served by the hostess, and 
Mrs. William Ochs, president, pre­ 
sided. 
The GFWC article noted “infla­ 
tion is our worst enemy,” and 
asked its members to cooperate in 
combating inflationary evils. 
It 
suggested writing to Congress for 
rollbacks and price controls and 
urged support of the bill estab­ 
lishing stiffer penalties for nar­ 
cotics peddlers. Mrs. Williams also 
called attention to Senator Her­ 
bert Lehman’s fight for the middle 
class over the question of taxation. 
Mrs. McVey began by urging 
members to read the UN charter 
in an effort to understand the 
UN’s workings, purposes and prin­ 
ciples, and told of her visit to the 
United Nations Information Bu­ 
reau. •

Six Main Bodies 
Mrs. McVey then described the 
UN’s six main bodies: the General 
Assembly, the Security Council, 
the Economic and Social Council, 
the Trusteeship Council, the Sec­ 
retariat, the International Court 
of Justice. 
The first is composed of repre­ 
sentatives of the member states. 
Each state has one vote, and a 
two-thirds majority is required for 
a decision. 
TTie Security Council 
has one representative from each 
nation, and its primary responsi- 
bilit is to maintain peace and se­ 
curity. The Economic and Social 
Council, meanwhile, has 18 mem­ 
bers elected by the General As­ 
sembly. The Trusteeship Council, 
which is under the General As­ 
sembly, allows each member one 
vote. Decisions are made by the 
majority present and voting. The 
Secretariat furnishes permanent 
personnel for the UN’s various 
policy making bodies. 
There are 
15 independent justices in the In­ 
ternational Court, with no two 
judges from the same country. 
They are elected jointly by the 
General Assembly and the Securi­ 
ty Council. 
It was announced during the 
meeting that Mrs. Ochs will repre­ 
sent Sorosis on Kingston’s 300th 
anniversary committee.

Little Gardens Has 
Luncheon Meeting; 
Paper Topic Is Trees 
Little Gardens Club members, 
meeting with Miss Bessie Brew­ 
ster and Miss Lottie Johnson for 
luncheon-business meeting at 
Deanie’s in Woodstock Friday, 
heard Miss Johnson’s comprehen­ 
sive paper on trees. 
; Trees, the speaker felt, are more 
efficient than any factory, more 
mysterious than a mystery story, 
and yet as familiar as the sun. 
Tfcy were interwoven with the 
story of man before recorded his­ 
tory. 
“We can distinguish a few,” 
Miss 
Johnson 
said, 
"and 
our 
knowledge of the subject ends 
there.” 
The speaker then described a 
tree’s biological life process. She 
told them if a tree is stripped of 
its leaves and next year’s leaf buds 
it will die, as it is fed through 
the leaves which take carbonic 
acid gas from the air, and water 
from the earth. 
These afe com­ 
bined into sugar, the tree's food. 
Every leaf, she explained, is a 
sugar factory, generated by sun­ 
light. 
A summer field appears 
green, she added, because light is 
reflected from plant cells contain­ 
ing protoplasm with a high chlo­ 
rophyll content. 
Chlorophyll Responsible 
Chlorophyll, or the green plant 
pigment, the speaker continued, is 
responsible for breaking up the 
gas and water components, and 
changing them to sugar. Even hu­ 
man life is dependent on these 
green cells which manufacture all 
the starch in the human diet. 
In most trees, particularly ma­ 
ples, surplus sugar is manufac 
tured during the summer, and 
stored as starch in the roots. 
There are two types of sap in each 
tree, one flowing up, and one flow­ 
ing down. Sap is also closely re­ 
lated to the tree’s breathing. 
Equally important is the tree’s 
bark, the speaker added, which 
protects the delicate inner sys­ 
tems, and allows the wood cells to 
retain water. 
Fall Leaves Shells 
Fall leaves are empty shells, 
Miss Johnson told the group. Their 
real colors are revealed by the ab­ 
sence of chlorophyll. 
Pines, a 
coniferous tree, keep their needles 
for a summer, a winter and a sum­ 
mer. In May the tree puts out a 
new shoot at the end of each 
branch. 
Hemlocks 
keep 
their 
“leaves” for three years, spruces 
and firs even longer. 
Miss Johnson concluded by say­ 
ing that the pages of the “great 
book of trees have only been 
scanned. No one can read it all, 
but every word is worth the ef­ 
fort. 
Trees are everywhere, and 
they are good company.

Her mother’s promotion talk on orderliness is as meaningless to 
her as a talk on relativ ity would be to us. She has tidied up her room 
for one reason only—to please her mother. She has deferred to her 
parent’s judgment because her parent’s approv al is more important 
to her than her own conv enience. 
DESIRE TO PLEASE CAN DIE OF HUNGER 
If we wish to reinforce our control of youngsters, we’d better not 
short-change them on appreciation when they submit themselv es to 
our control. 
Professional workers with children will tell you how v ital it is to 
note a change in conduct that is inspired by the desire to please a 
trusted adult. It is a little climax in the relationship between the adult 
and the child. If the desire to please is not fed with support and ap­ 
preciation, it can die of hunger. 
If we are going to force changes of behav ior on children—and 
sometimes we hav e to—we can’t just sit back with a sigh of relief 
when the change has been made. The child has surrendered her will 
to us. Our failure to giv e praise in exchange is often the reason that 
we find the skirt back on the floor at the end of the week. 
If we are housekeepers first, we will be pleased that the skirt is 
where it belongs. If we al% mothers first, we will be pleased with the 
effort that the small person has made to adjust herself to a require­ 
ment she doesn’t really believ e in. 
This is ev idence of trust, that we dare not take lightly. We are 
going to need that trust for some time. If we don’t nourish it by show­ 
ing our appreciation for changes in conduct, the day may come when 
our appeal for a change may be rejected.

Many Ways to Play 
This Strange Hand

“What is the right way to p lay 
this hand?” asks a Wichita fan. 
“Declarer actually won th ^ first 
club with dummy’s ace, drew 
three 
rounds 
of 
trump s, 
and 
cashed the three top hearts. 
If 
the hearts broke, he could con­ 
cede a club and claim the rest. 
When the hearts broke badly, he 
finessed the jack of diamonds. This 
lost, and South actually went down 
two. 
“Was this South’s best chance 
for the contract?” 
Ii is not the best p lay for the 
slam. South should take the first 
club with dummy’s ace and then 
draw four rounds of trump s. Dum­ 
my discards a low heart on the 
fourth trump , but p erhap s the de­ 
fenders will have a little trouble. 
At this stage they can’t be sure 
what the hand dep ends on. 
South next leads the jack of 
clubs from his hand. 
East wins 
and jfeturns a heart (the best de­ 
fense!. 
Dummy wins with the 
king of hearts and returns a chib 
for South to ruff with his last 
trump . Now South takes the ace 
and king of diamonds. 
By this time dummy is reduced 
to a diamond, the nine of clubs, 
and one small heart. 
South has ace-queen-three of 
hearts.
